(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May 7. — From present appear- 
ances, unless the Redistribution Bill is post- 
poned until next year, the Liberals are de- 
termined to li;.;lit it, and members are, 
therefore, booked for a long stay within the 
precincts of the Parliament buildings. The 
decision of yesterday's caucus does not suit 
all the members of lite Opposition, and, no 
doubt, a number of them will bo glad to 
obtain pairs, one of Lite firet to break away- 
being Mr. Edgar, who lias paired with Col. 
Prior. The genial Colonel informs me that 
he will not return to Ottawa unless he is 
absolutely needed. The pair with Mr. 
Edgar is to last for one month, which will 
give Col. Prior ample time to transact cer- 
tain important business that requires his 
immediate attention in Victoria, and he is 
hopeful that Mr. Edgar will bo willing to 
renew the pair when it expires. 

THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL. 

The announcement of the proposed ob- 
structive tactics of the Opposition does not 
worry the Ministerialists. They are pre- 
pared to hold on as long as is necessary. It 
is understood, however, that before tho Re- 
distribution Bill is t.iken up, t he House will 
be asked to pass all the Estimates, in order 
that the business of the country may not be 
hampered for lack of appropriations, 
should the duration of Parliament ex- 
tend beyond July 1st, when the next 
fiscal year commences. This intimation 
will not be palatable to tho Toronto Globe, 
which has urged the Grits not to vote 
another cent of money until the Redistri- 
bution Bill is disposed of. If obstruction 
develops itself in Supply, some of the stub, 
warts on the Conservative side say|thcy will 
not put up with any "monkeying, and are 
strongly urging the Government to go into 
Supply the first available Government day 
in succeeding weeks, and that the Commit- 
tee shall not rise attd report until compelled 
by law on the succeeding Saturday at mid- 
night. Two weeks of this would bo suffi- 
cient to bring the (Irits to their senses, and 
they would doubtless be glad to cry " pee- 
cavi," A continuous sitting of ,10.") hours, 
which would he involved by going into 
Supply at .'1 o'clock on Tuesday after- 
noon and continuing without intermission 
until midnight of Saturday, would sufliee 
for t he one session, and the Opposition 
would not require lo have u second dose 
of it. 

THE CHARGES AGAINST SIR ADOLPHE CAItOJf. 

There is a consensus of opinion that tho 
Government has done a wise thing by re- 
ferring the charges brought against the 
Postmaster-General to a Royal Commission. 
As between a Parliamentary investigation 
and an inquiry by a Commission, those who 
have had experience with both will have no 
difficulty in deciding which is tho more 
satisfactory. Last year I attended every 
session of the TurtoMcGreevy Inquiry, and 
the opinion, when the investigation was 
concluded, even amongst ( I rits who had 
been assiduous in pressing the charges 
against Mr. MeGreevy and Sir Hector 
Langevin, was that its irregular and pro- 
longed character showed that it was not the 
most perfect tribunal to consider an involved 
case. Only, pet imps, in OiiC respect has a 

Parliamentary Committee an advantage 
overa Commission, and that is with respect 
to the extensiveness of its powers. Parlia- 
ment can compell the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the submission of -.'.11 hooks and 
documents, which it is held, a Commission 
cannot do. There is a good deal being 
said as to the pressure which was brought 
to bear upon the Government to compel 
them to have the charges against Sir Adolphe 
fully investigated. The .Ministerial 
contention from the very outset h;>s | 
been that the charges were not specific in i 
their character, and on the day that Mr. 
Kdgar made his motion, Sir John Thomp- 
son announced that if the member for West 
Ontario would come down to particulars 
and make his allegations specific the Gov- 
ernment would not place any obstacle in the 
way of their being investigated. The 
matter was subsequently considered by the 
Government to endeavor to arrive at the 
conclusion as to which would be the most 
satisfactory method of dealing with tho 
question in order to i«.tisfy public opin- 
ion. It was contemplated at first to 
simply vote down the Edgar motion, and 
then Sir Adolphe Ci.ron was going to rise 
in his place and demand that an inquiry be 
held, Subsequently, however, it was 
thought the better plan would be to meet 
the motion by an amendment to refer the 
matter to a Royal Commission, and Dr. 
Weldon, the able member for Albert, N.B. , 
had been requested lo make the motion In 
the House. Upon further consideration, 
and in view of the statements made in the 
Opposition press that there was a good deal 
of dissatisfaction on the Ministerial back 
benches with respect to the course which 
the Government wus pursuing, it was 
deemed belter, in order to dispose of the 
idea that the Government was acting under 
pressure from its supporters, that 
the motion should be made by 
a Minister, and accordingly the 
Hon. Mackenzie Bo well, senior Privy Coun- 
cillor, moved the reference to a Royal Com- 
mission. Daylight was streaming through 
the beautiful eastern windows ol the Com- 
mons chamber before the division bell was 
set ringing on Thursday morning, but mem- 
bers remained loyally at their post and the 
Government's majority of (it! testifies to the 
strength that the Conservatives had in tho 
House. One hundred and eighty-eight 
members recorded their votes, a total which 
has only been exceeded twice, it is said, in 
recent years. In 1SS0, on the Riel ques- 
tion, the vote was 1 Hi to 52, u totol of IDS ; 
while on the Jesuit question the extraordi- 
nary number of '201 votes was cast, tho fig- 
ures being 1SS to 13.

IRISH MATTERS- 

Causes of the Riot— Bitterness Still Continu- 
Inir-Tlio ParnUUtes Well off 
for Funds. 

CORK, May 14. — Forty persons in all 
were injured in the riot, last night, between 
tho Parnellites and and anti-Parnellites. 
'The cause of the row was irritation on the 
part of the Parnellites at being excluded 
from the meeting. It is said by the Par- 
nellites that they were willing to go and 
listen quietly to what O'Brien had to say, 
but when they attempted to enter they 
were prevented. This enraged them, and a 
riot began. The most seriously injured 
person is a man n uncd McKinnolly, who 
had his skull fractured. If is feared 
that he may die. The encounter has greatly 
stirred up the antagonism between the 
factions of the Irish party, and the feeling 
is as bitter in Cork as during the late Par- 
liamentary row. The Parnellites are pre- 
paring to make a strong contest, in the com- 
ing elections, and, in a financial way, they 
arc said to be better provided than their 
opponents. The federation needs money, 
and proposes to make another appeal to the 
Irish in America and Australia. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



A Comedy Company llurned Out. 

Hazelton, Pa., May 14.— The Opera 
House, two dwellings, the Lehigh Valley 
freight depot, two livery stables and two 
private stables, were destroyed by fire, this 
morning. The Hazelton Supply Go's pro- 
perty was seriously damaged; Waito's Com- 
edy Co., who played here, last night, lost 
all their effects. Total loss $75,000; origin 
unknown. 

Burned io Death. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 14. — James 
Pigeon, the 14th victim of the Central St. 
theatre fire, died at Pennsylvania hospital. 
Ho was one of the boys in tho gallery, and 
was burned about tho face, neck and hands, 
while making his escape. 

Union Pacific Railway. 

Boston, May 14.— The statement, for 
March, of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany's whole system show s gross earnings, 
§3,298,161, an increase of $25,175; net earn- 
ings, §1,035,248; increase, §19,434. 

Equine Plants. 

DesM< jinks, la., May 14. — Alerton and 
Delmarch, will trot here, next August, for 
a purse of §10,000, 00 per cent, to go to the 
winner and -10 to the loser. All the con- 
tracts have been signed. 

The President Takes n Trip. 

Washington, May 14. — President and 
Mrs. Harrison left Washington this after- 
noon on the light-house tender Jessamine, 
for Fortress Monroe. Tho President will 
return on Wednesday. Mrs. Harrison will 
remain at Tidewater, Va., until she fully 
recovers her health, which has been greatly 
impaired by her long illness. 

VCKrocs Unused, 
Nashville, Teun., May 14. — Tom Davis 
and Henry Dickerson, negroes, were hanged 
in the jail yard here, to-day, for the murder 
of Marcus Deitch, a Jew peddler. The 
purpose of ttio murder was robbery. 

X Ne«ro Whips mil Blavln. 

New York, May 13. — Bill Slavin, brother 
of Frank, undertook to wdtip a colored 
pugilist, last night. lie did not do it; on 
the contrary, his opponent administered 
a sound thrashing to the Australian. Bill 
went up against tho "Cyclone," and he is 
ready with an affidavit that the name is R"t 
a misnomer. The "Cyclone" whanged him 
all over the stage in the first round, and in 
the second round almost won. "Cyclone" 
had tlm best of tho third and was fairly 
entitled to the decision, but Muldoon's 
decision was : "I don't want to rob any 
man of hia reputation, therefore I call it a 
draw." 

A Question of ttcRintry. 

Washington, May 14. — A new difficulty 
faces the In man Steamship Company before 
it will be able to take advantage of Ameri- 
can registry for the City of Paris and the 
City of New York. It is said here that the 
British Admiralty, when it granted a sub- 
vention of §525,000 to each steamer, to be 
forfeited in caso of change of nationality, 
reserved a right of absolute purchase of the 
vessels at stated [trices. This right, it is 
said, has not been relinquished by the 
British Government. If it has not, it is 
within its power to cripple the company by 
buying its fleetest steamers. Mr. Fowler 
of New York, wdio introduced the Ameri- 
can Registry hill, said to-day: " I under- 
stand that the British Admiralty reserved 
tin; right to purchase, but as to the status 
of the matter now I do not know. The 
British Admiralty see the inevitable effect 
of the bill on British shipping, and are wil- 
ling to do most anything to check it. But 
other lines arc beginning to follow the In- 
man company's example, and purchase of 
the two big liners would have only a tem- 
porary effect. American shipping is bound 
to be inspired under this kind of legislation. " 

Pacific C'unsl (>un Castings. 

Washington, May 14. — Gun forging is 
an important and necessary adjunct to tho 
manufacturing of the great guns now used 
utt the U. S. men-of-war and coast defence 
works. Up to this time no works on tho 
Pacific Coast have hud the necessary plant 
to ntuko the immense castings. All of 
them have been forged in the East 
and transported across the con- 
tinent at great expense to the Government. 
Secretaries Tracy and Wilkins have been 
officially notified by the United Forging 
and Gun Company of San Francisco, (Jul., 
Irving M. Scott, President, of thu forma- 
tion of that company with a plant of suffi- 
cient dimensions to do any work required 
by the navy and army in the forgiugs of 
gun's eastings. The firm will take its 
chances in the open market in bidding for 
Government work.

They also urged the passage of the 
Nelson and Fort Sheppard R.R. Bill, and 
speedy action in the matter of the Lazaretto 

The .Mounted Police Patrol has been ex- 
tended to the Athabasca district to prevent 
illicit liquor traffic and make the liceuso 
law apply there. 

The proposed Home Rule motion will 
certainly he rejected as highly injudicious 
at this particular juncture. 

The British Columbia fruit growers have 
promised to make a display at the Chicago 
Fair. The Government has afforded every 
facility for cold storage preservation so us 
to make the Canadian fruit exhibit second 
to noiie. 

The Governor-General will bo present at 
tho opening of tho new high school in 
Montreal on June 21. 

A lire took place at Calumet this after- 
noon. 

The local Orangmen want the Dominion 
flag to fly on the' City Hall July 12th. It 
has caused a big row in the corporation. 

There is considerable talk over Hon. Mr. 
Adams, the Conservative member for Nor- 
thumberland's, kick, last night. It isjsaid 
that Hon. Mr. Adams has been pressing a 
claim which the Government refuse. Hence 
tho expression of dissatisfaction. 

Mr. Armstrong will move, on Monday, 
that it is expedient that power should be 
given to the Legislative Assembly of the 
Northwest Territories after the next general 
election of the members of said Assembly 
to deal with all matters pertaining to educa- 
tion and the use of the dual language in the 
courts and in the proceedings of the said 
Assembly, providing, however, that no 
school section as at present constituted 
shall be interfered with without the con- 
sent of the parties composing such section. 



"flic Itlnody Three." 

MoniTO, Texus, May 14.— It is stated 
that the negroes of this section have formed 
a secret organization, having for its object 
the protection of their race. This protec- 
tion is not only to be extended to n. embers 
of their organization, but to any colored 
man who may be made the victim of the 
white man's summary proceedings. The 
organization was started by a negro, who 
has been prominently identified with 
politics. A committee of three, known as 
the " Bloody Three," is at the head of the 
organization, and it has power to say what 
punishment shall be meted out to those 
tailing under its disfavor. Any member of 
the organization who fails to carry out the 
decrees of the " bloody three," forfeits his 
life. The idea of the projectors of the 
organization is to impress upon tho whites 
that they cannot go on lynching negroes 
with impunity whenever suspicion attaches 
to them. 



Cause for Suspicion. 

At 11 o'clock, last evening, Officer Abel, 
in response to a telephone message from the 
power house, hastened to the Rock Bay 
bridge, where Mr. Thomas Collins informed 
him, in excited tones, that a young man 
named William Owens wus about to com- 
mit suicide, and that he might have al- 
ready done so. Owens worked as a carpen- 
ter for Mr. Collins, who lives on the Craig- 
Ilower road, but, for the past month, be bus 
been too sick to work, and, becoming des- 
pondent, his actions led Collins to believe 
that he might try self-destruction. The 
latter watched him very closely all yester- 
day, and late in tho evening discovered that 
he had purchased a large quantity of Prus- 
sia acid in a Yates street drug store. Owens 
remained in Collins' house till ten o'clock, 
and then walked out towards the Rock 
Bay bridge. Collins followed him and, no- 
ticing his peculiar actions, hastened to tho 
power house and sent for an ollieer. Abel, 
after hearing his story, went across the 
bridge with Collins, but could find no trace 
of Owens. They searched Say ward's yard, 
and, as far aa they could, every nook and 
corner adjacent to the bridge, but without, 
result, and up to a late hour no news of the 
missing man had been obtained. He was 
formerly in "C" Battery, and is well- 
known in Victoria. 



ROSLYN'S DISASTER- 

What Depends on the Finding of the Cor- 
oner's Jury— A Thorough Inspection 
Ordered. 

RosLTN, May 13. — "When the extreme 
sadness which now prevails in the Koslyn 
camp has passed away, it is altogether possi- 
ble that a number of damage suits will he 
instituted. Several attorneys have been at 
work accumulating evidence. It is alleged 
that not only has there been carelessness in 
the slope work, but that other parts of thu 
mine have been managed in a slack way. 
One feature that has assumed prominence is 
a very bad policy of permitting men to go 
into parts of the mine in which gas often 
accumulates, with tho ordinary naked or 
unprotected minor's lamp, and that no 
special efforts have been made to break the 
habit. Future action will depend largely 
upon thu verdict of the coroner's jury. 

Oi.YMt'iA, May 13.— Governor Ferry has 
directed JoBeph James, coal mine inspector 
of district No. 2, to make immediately a 
thorough investigation of tho cause of the 



Roslyn explosion. Governor Ferry has 
become satisfied that if the provisions of 
the inspection law had been complied with 
by the officers of the Rosslyn mines and the 
inspector, the recent explosion would have 
been almost an impossibility. If the safe- 
guards required by tho statute have not 
been provided by the owners of the mine, 
Governor Ferry will see that they aro pro- 
secuted. If it develops that tho stato coal 
mine inspector has been negligent in the 
performance of his duties, he will be re- 
moved and prosecuted. The law provides 
that where firedamp is generated every 
working place must be examined every 
morning with a safety lamp, and workmen 
are to bo kept out of tho mine until this 
examination is made and the mine reported 
safe. It is also made imperative that tho 
amount of air circulated for ventilation 
shall ic no case he less than 1U0 feet per 
minute. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Wholesale Arrests In KusftlltV 

Vienna, May 14.— The superior ollicers 
of the great citadel of Kielf, on the right 
hank of the Deulcper, have been placed uiit 
der arrest. The reason for their arrest is 
unknown. In Litovsk, Minsk, Cobruisk, 
and Lods, similar action has been taken. 
The orders, in all cases, come from tho War 
Department in St. Petersburg, but no ex- 
planation was given. In several Czech and 
German colonies in Volhynia wholesale ar- 
rests are in progress. Fourteen Germans 
have been arrested in Warsaw. It is said 
that there is a widespread system of Ger- 
man espionage on Russian territory to ob- 
tain plans ot fortifications, ond that more 
arrests, for similar causes, are likely to fol- 
low in the region commanded by General 
Gourko, neur tho German frontier. The 
action against tho Germans in Moscow and 
Volhynia is uppnsed to be of tho nature of 
retaliation, although two or three of the 
Moscow prisoners aro said to hare been ac- 
tive in corrupting the fortress officers who 
have been arrested. 

Rnvnchol Repudiated. 

Paris, May 14. — Bavaohol has been 
taken to St. Etieune, preparatory to being 
tried for murder. He looks haggard and 
spiritless. Tho Anarchists have raised no 
money for his defence, as the leaders in 
Paris say he is only a vulgar assassin and 
best out of tho way. 

Murder In High Utt. 

Warsaw, May 14.— Boguslawa Crezicka, 
u young lady of high position, belonging to 
one of the upper noble families, has been 
arrested for the murder of Josephine Gcr- 
lach, a beautiful ballet girl, end has con- 
fessed the crime. Josephine, over since her 
advent on the stage, has been tho crazo 
among the Polish nobles, to some of whom 
she.has shown particular favor. A few days 
ago" she was found murdered in her room, 
and suspicion pointing to Boguslawa Cre- 
ziku, she wa3 arrested. Her motive was 
jealousy. She says Josephine ruined her 
happiness. Upper society is shocked over 
the crime. 

An Early Dissolution. 

London, May 14. — Mr. Gladstone evi- 
dently anticipates an early dissolution of 
Parliament, as he has written to his con- 
stituents in Midlothian, "in my opinion I 
will ask the electors for their votes before 
the end of June." There is a widespread 
opinion among the Liberals that the Gov- 
ernment proposes to take them by surprise 
by giving an impression that there will be a 
dissolution late this summer, and then sud- 
denly dissolving Parliament early next 
month. 

The Hope or France. 

Paris, May 14.— The Figaro, of to-day,- 
prints an interview with Princo Victor Na- 
poleon, on the subject of the recent dyna- 
mite outrages; Prince Victor says that the 
outrages are the result of tho impoteucy of 
the Government, that anarchy is every- 
where in the Parliament, in the public 
mind and in the streets. The sole remedy, 
in the opinion of the Prince, is a strong 
Government to he elected by a plebiscite, 
which alone would be capable of suppressing 
the factions that threaten the ruin of the 
state. 

The Ureal Jubilee Stakes. 
London, May 14. — The race, to-day, for 
the ECempton Park great Jubilee stakes for 
3,000 sovereigns, was won by Mr. Kilsyth's 
colt Euclid, High Commissioner, second, 
and Mart agon, third. 

Void Only. 

Havana, May 14.— The dry goods im- 
porters have passed a resolution to'.the effect 
that all sales will be made on a gold basis 
only, and that they will refuse to accept 
silver which, owing to the heavy importa- 
tions from Spain, Is already quoted at from 
to 5 per cent, discount against gold in 
any quantity above i'li. 

The Drowned Miners. 

PESTH, May 13. — Iu connection with the 
mine disaster at Fuenf kirchon, reported yes- 
terday, it is said that the huge volume o£ 
water inundated the surrounding country 
and poured into the mines, causing terrible- 
loss of life. The water poured into tho 
mines so quickly that the unfortunate men 
received no warning of danger. The water 
rose rapidly, and in a short time every ave- 
nue of escape was shut off and tho men per- 
ished miserably. It is know that 22 men 
are dead in one pit, and many other lives 
nave been lost at different points. The men 
who lost their lives were working in the 
lower levels. The others escaped and, with 
the assistance of those who flocked to the 
mouths of the pits, went to rescue the men 
in the Hooded levels. As the news of the 
catastrophe spread, immense crowds hasten- 
ed to the scene, and tho entrance to ouch 
pit was soon surrounded by a surging and 
wildly excited muss of men, women and 
children. The lamentations of those who 
had relatives or friends in the mines was 
heat trending, and inuny pitiful scenes were 
witnessed. Some bodies have been already 
recovered, and the work of rescue is being 
steadily carried on. Every effort to pump 
the water out of the flooded levels is boing 
made. ■

THE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 

Government Said to Favor an Ajiiieal at Mid- 
summer. 

LONDON, May 13.— Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour 

will meet tho Conservative election agents 
May 31, when a definite indication will bo 
given of the rlate of tho general elections. 
In tho meantime, election agents swarm tho 
lobbies of the House of Commons, pestering 
the members to expedite dissolution. It is 
hinted that the Government is favorable to 
a mid-summer election. When the cabinet, 
decision is announced tho parties around 
will be fully prepared and everything in 
readiness. The Crown oilice will dispatch 
the election writs within 21 hours of an in- 
timation that dissolution is to bo given. Offi- 
cers in charge of private bills in the House of 
Commons have been instructed to wind up 
their business as far as possible by June 24. 
From this the Liberals reason that writs 
will lie issued June 23. Two weeks later 
the borough elections will bo completed, nnd 
within three weeks the county elections. 
Ah the new Parliament must assemble with- 
in ,'ifi days of dissolution of the preceding 
one, if the general expectation is fulfilled the 
lirst week in August will sec Gladstone re- 
instated in power. The Irish party take it 
for granted that a special session, to he held 
in November, will proceed with tho Home 
Rule movement, hi I Slit; he suffered from 
haste in preparation, and declares he will 
not make a similar mistake. If a liberal 
Government is constituted in the autumn, 
no policy of Home Rule ought to bo fully 
developed before the session of US!),'!. 

In the electoral field the activity of tho 
independent labor party is a startling 
phenomenon. No less than 1 Go candidates 
arc already in the Held, backed by subscrip- 
tions from trades' unionists, local societies 
and other donations. In a daily increasing 
number of districts, workingmen oppose 
Liberals. Gladstone's negative opposition 
to payment of members of the House, and 
to the eight-hour movement, and his indif- 
ference to other articles of the Newcastle 
programme have alienated a considerable 
mass of electors. Doubt, is expressed in 
many quarters regarding the earnestness of 
the Ulster movement, and this has incited 
the leaders to violent speeches. At a St. 
Stephen's Club dinner, Sauuderson openly 
declared the intention of tho Ulsterites to 
resort to armed force in resistance to tho 
Dublin Parliament. He led, he said, the 
largest united section of Irishmen, who 
would be able, if they wore tested, to wreck 
the Dublin Parliament. The declarations 
were received with enthusiastic cheers. 
While the Lord Chancellor censured tho 
language as dangerous, the theory of re- 
bellion is heard in silence. Several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet side with the Lord 
Chancellor in also condemning tho Salis- 
bury incitement to civil war, but a majority 
of the Tories approve. On the wholo tho 
conviction strengthens that the Ulster con- 
vention will be a history-making event. 

The Opposition members have decided to 
leave it to the Irish members to move re- 
jection of the Irish Local Government Bill, 
and Sexton, in the absence of McCarthy, 
will take the initiative.

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A TRANSGRESSOR. 

Ferdinand Ward realizes to-day that the 
way of the transgressor is hard. Seven 
years or so ago he was to all appearance a 
prosperous man of business, lie was in- 
telligent, energetic ami enterprising. He 
was the head of an apparently prosperous 
firm, of which ex -President Grant was a 
sleeping partner, and his son, U. S. (!rant, 
Jr. , an active one. Ward was not content 
to do a legitimate business. Honest-deal- 
ing was too slow for him, and legitimate 
prolits too small. He traded upon the con- 
fidence that the mercantile community 
placed in the integrity of his partners in 
business. He robbed the bank of which he 
was president, and he borrowed right and 
left without having the means or the inten- 
tion of returning the money. The collapse 
came. The firm of Grant and Ward, widen 
commenced business in 1880 with a 
modest capital of nearly $300,000, failed in 
1S85 for somewhere about §16,000,- 
000. To dishonest dealing gener- 
ally, he added falsification of books 
and other kinds of forgery. He was tried 
for one of his offences and sentenced to 
imprisonment for ten years. Three and a 
half years of his term of imprisonment has 
been commuted for good behaviour. 

He is now nominally a free man, for there 
aro several charges still hanging over him, 
and he is liable to be apprehended at any 
time. Ho has no home, no character, uo 
means. His wife died while he was in 
prison, and his father did not long survive 
the disgrace which Ward brought upon his 
family. It is said, too, that Ward's dis- 
honesty shortened as well as embittered 
General Grant's days. Ferdinand Ward 
has certainly pswl dearly for whatever 
gratification he enjoyed during his five 
years career as an apparently brilliant 
financier. He tried to build up a fortune 
and a reputation with stolen money. He 
brought ruin upon many innocent and 
■deserving persons. He sent sorrow to 
many a home. Ho disgraced those con- 
nected with him by the ties of blood, and 
he made shipwreck of himself. What has 
such a man to live for. Yet there are many 
who are pursuing the same career as 
Ferdinand Ward did, who will not be 
warned by his fate. 

SLOW WORK. i 

Vigorous efforts are still being made in 
the United States to raise money for the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. It is 
a little surprising that American capitalists 
are so slow in putting down their names for 
Nicaragua canal stock. There can be no 
doubt that if the canal were once built it 
would yield a good return for the money in- 
vested in its construction. It is still more 
wonderful that the United States Congress 
hesitates lu guarantee the bonds of the 
canal company. Not more than one hun- 
dred millions of dollars are required for the 
construction of the. canal and Uncle Sam's 
name on the company's bonds would make 
them as good as wheat, and the money 
could he raised and the canal built without 
the old gentleman being a single dollar out 
of pocket. Once the canal was built he 
could take good care that it would be so 
managed that he would not be called upon 
to pay one cent of the guaranteed interest. 
He ; too, could so arrange matters as to get 
a controlling interest in the concern and 
could manage its affairs so as to further his 
own interests. Since the guarantee has net 
been given it is, we believe, safe to con- 
clude that there is some very powerful in- 
fluence at work to retard the construction 
of the canal if it cannot succeed in defeat- 
ing the project altogether. 

The advantage of the Nicaragua Canal 
to the whole Pacific Const is simply in- 
calculable. Mr. d. (i. Holcombo, United 
States Engineer, gives an illustration which 
shows in a striking manner the benefits 
which the mercantile communities on this 
side of the continent must gain from the 
opening of this ship canal. Ho says : 

" The bark W. W. Crapo sailed from 
Port Townsend for Boston, Mass., with a 
cargo of spars and shingles. She sailed 
16,200 miles and took 128 days for the 
voyage. Had the canal been open she 
Would have sailed 5,600 miles, and made 
the voyage in foity-five days, thus saving 
in distance 10,0(JO miles and eighty-three 
days. This enormous saving in time and 
distance is but an instance of what the 
canal will do for commerce, for on most 
long voyages as now made, there will be a 
saving of from .'1,000 to 10,000 miles." 

It does not require a very lively imagina- 
tion to realize what a beneficent revolution 
a water way, such as this, would create in 
the oommorce of the Coast. 

That the Canal would pay ns a com- 
mercial enterpiiso, there cannot be the 
shadow of a doubt. The revenue from the 
very outset would be large. It is calculated 
that f' lc traffic through the canal during 
tho first year of its existence would be at 
least 8,124,093 tons. Such an amount of 
traffic, if tho tolls wero tho same as are 
charged on the Sue/. Canal, would yield a 
ravenuo of §16,248,186, This, after paying 
working expenses, would give a dividend on 
tho capital invested in its construction, 
§100,000,000, of at least ton per cent. This 



does not Bcem to be unreasonable. Yet, 
with such a bright prospect as this, the 
Nicaragua Canal project hangs fire. It is 
evident that there must be something 
wrong somewhere. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Prince Edward Isi^utd has its little 
gerrymander. The Grits of that province 
have eagerly seized tho opportunity that a 
change in the provincial constitution has 
afforded them to dish tho Conservatives. 
They have, it appears, cut and carved the 
electoral districts in such a way as to ensure 
their return to power at tho next general 
election with a good majority. They have 
tho power to make a redistribution to suit 
themselves and they do not hesitate to use 
it. Yet these same Grits are awfully in- 
dignant at what they call the Tory Gerry- 
mander. 

A VEGETARIAN REVIEWER. 

Is it right to eat animal food ? is a ques- 
tion which some people find it hard to 
answer. They question the right of man 
t3 take the life of other animals to supply 
himself with food, and they fear that the 
wholesale slaughter which tho consumption 
of animal food renders necessary is demorali- 
sing to the flesh eaters. Then there arc 
others who, putting sentiment, moral and 
religious, aside, believe that llesh and tish 
are not wholesome food for the human race. 
They contend that llesh eaters are not so 
vigorous in body or so clear and alert in 
mind as are the vegetarians. They believe 
that men would be healthier, happier and 
purer if they banished animal food from 
their bill of fare. 

Lady Paget thought this subject 
worth enquiring into. She did enquire, 
and, in consequence, has becomo a vegetar- 
ian. A paper of hers, on "Vegetable Diet," 
is published in tho April number of the 
Nineteenth Century. It is pleasantly writ- 
ten. She states her opinions modestly, and 
she is not, as most new converts are, dread- 
fully hard on those whose creed she has 
only lately repudiated. She does not call 
Lhuse who still persist in eating llesh hard 
names, and does not threaten them with 
fearful punishments if they continue in the 
good old way, as far as their diet is con- 
cerned. 

The good lady's account of her awakening 
is interesting. She had invited a distin- 
guished German professor to dinner, and 
when he came he could not "touch any- 
thing," because he was a vegetarian. She 
had been, a few evening3 before, to hear 
the professor lecture, and was "struck by 
his extraordinary vigor and clearness.'' 
The words dropped like pearls from his lips, 
and, though the voice was scarcely raised, 
it appeared to search out theremotestcorners 
of the room. E "cry rounded-offaentence pre- 
sented a vivid picture to the mind. 
The tiling which, however, impressed me 
the moBt, was the sense of power held back, 
and to the good, as it were, which the Pro- 
fessor gave me whilst speaking, and even 
after he had finished." This clearness of 
mind and intellectual, or magnetic power, 
Lady Paget attributes to the Professor's ab- 
stinence from animal food. 

She afterwards heard the gentleman's 
experience. He had been very ill and 
given up by all the doctors. He was 
advised to abstain from animal food. " All 
the strong soups and beef jellies, anil raw 
minced meat wero dominated and replaced 
by fruit and light farinaceous food, but 
fruit especially, and he soon got well and 
strong— so well and strong, indeed, that ho 
determined to go on with his simple fare, 
especially as he felt an unwonted ease and 
extraordinary lucidity of the intellect when 
working." 

Lady Paget then studied the subject and 
became a convert to the vegetarian doc- 
trine. She is well pleased with the change 
ami has found it in her case beneficial. She 
says of the subject generally : 

"Vegetarianism is often called a fad, but 
it is a healthy and an innocent one, and the 
natural reaction against the present state of 
things. It imparts lightness and elasticity 
to the body, brightness and clearness to the 
mind. The vegetarians I know are all un- 
usually strong, active and young looking 
people for their age; one of them walked, 
without stopping, for thirty-four, and 
another time for twenty-seven hours, with- 
out a rest, whilst on an excursion in Nor- 
way, feats not easily equalled by tlie most 
inveterate beef-eater. Travelling, moun- 
tain c'imbing, all seems easier and less 
fatiguing on this light and soothing diet; 
and why should it not give strengtl) to the 
limbs and sinews, if one reflects that all the 
strongest animals who do the heaviest work 
in the world, like horses, oxen, and ele- 
phants, are entirely herbivorous." 

The lady reviewer writes as if it wero 
generally admitted that giving up animal 
food, cures diseases which no medicines can 
reach. Among the number that can be so 
cured aro gout, rheumatism, affections of 
the heart, insomnia and nervousness. A 
vegetable diet, sho nsccrtc, has a beneiieial 
effect on the complexion, and she instances 
the smooth white, and pink of the faces of 
the Carthusian and Trappist monks in proof 
of her theory. 

It is just possible that vegetable diet does 
not produce all the good effects that Lady 
Paget attributes to it. It is hardly ever 
safe to assert positively that an effect is 
produced by any one cause, for nearly all 
effects, good and bad, aro produced by a 
combination of causes, but thero may be 
moro truth in Lady Paget's theory than 
many are willing to admit. We think that 
all observant persons will allow that people 
generally eat too much animal food, and 
that very many would be healthier, and 
consequently happier, if they ate a good 
deal less. It cannot be denied that much 
hard work and hard thinking are done by 
people who eat very little animal food. 

TIT FOR TA T. 

Some of our American neighbors have 
counted the cost of the Chineso legislation 
of the Great Republic, and they ovidently 
do not intend to protest when they are re- 



quired to pay tho price. They see that the 
natural and inevitable consequence of hostilo 
legislation on the part of the United States 
iB retaliation on tho part of China. If they 
keep Chinese out of tho United States, and 
worry and humiliate those who, previous to 
the passage of- the law, had beconio resi- 
dents on its territory, they feel that they 
have no right to complain if the Chinese 
keep the Americans out of China arid 
do their beat to make the lives of those 
who happen to bo in the country miserable, 
This is what the Orogoninn has to say on 
t lie subject : 

" Retaliation in kind is a lawful mode of 
protest against international injury. We 
should have no right to complain if China 
wero to adopt towards American citizens in 
that empire precisely tho course wo have 
taken towards Chinese subjects. There are 
many thousand Americans in China en- 
gaged in trade and teaching. They are 
there by grace of the very Burlingame 
treaty under which the Chinese now in the 
United States came here, and wo can ex- 
pect of China no moro than to treat them 
precisely as we treat her subjects. If that 
Government wero to expel our traders and 
missionaries summarily, we might well 
adopt a loud and energetic tone of protest. 
Hut surely it may regulate, supervise and 
limit them, as wo have clone Chinese im- 
migrants in this country."

Mr. Prescott is its presi- 
dent. Walter Oak OS, son of the Northern Pacilic 
President, issue etary, and (J. G. Chandler, gen- 
eral agent, of the Northern Pacilie at Tacema.is 
general freight and passenger agent. Captain 
Jackson was retained as general manager. In 
consideration of its being managed in tlie in- 
terest of the Northern Pacific, the latter guar- 
a i teed a dividend of hi percent, on the slock, 
a larae block of which was given Captain Jack- 
.son In exchange for his stock in tho old com- 
pany. 'I his was a good enough bargain in t he 
booming year 1800, but last year business tint- 
tened out to such an extent that the Northern 
Pacific had to make good a deficit of four per 
cent. This fact led to the conclusion that it 
was cheaper to buy the stock outright.

Japanese Courts of Justice, — A 
.Japanese journal, describing the manner 
in which witnesses are sworn and evi- 
dence taken in native courts of justico, 
says that with the Japanese anything to 
which a man affixes his seal is considered 
more sacred than what ho may say. 
Hence, each witness is required to niako 
a declaration to the effect that, with a 
mind free from bias in favor of or against 
cither of tho litigating parties, and with 
perfect fairness, he will give evidence ; 
and, after this has been read out by tho 
recorder of the Court and handed to tho 
witness in tho form of a document, tho 
latter is expected to affix his seal to it. 
The same plan is adopted with the state- 
ment of facts which, in tho course of tho 
examination he undergoes, a witness 
makes in Court. Tho purport of his evi- 
dence is written out by the recorder, and, 
before leaving the Court, ho is required 
to make what corrections are necessary to 
render tho written statement a trust- 
worthy record of his evidence and to 
guarantee its correctness by affixing his 
Boal. Though this process occupies a 
good deal of time, it precludes t'.u possi- 
bility of the evidence given being incor- 
rectly reported, which, in trials where the 
decision of tho Court depends largely on

Her conception of the part of tho Jewish 
maiden is contrary to the tradition estab- 
lished by the best German and English 
actresses, and her French views, in my 
opinion, so belittled the ethical import of 
the drama and the character as to place 
them entirely outside of her triumphs. 

Mine. Bernhardt is a mistress of stage 
effects. Xo one will deny that, nnd in all 
those French melodramas and tragedies 
which have been constructed with stage 
effects in view she is technically inim 
itable. 

lint to take a play which has other and 
higher ends in vie w and bring it down to 
the theatric formula, is to any cultivated 
observer a desecration. 

It is very much like those pictures of the 
fall and the deluge and other allegorical 
and spiritual significances which reduce a 
canon to a cartoon. 

"Leah" had been played here by Itistori 
and Jnnauschek, both of whom preserved 
in it the Lsraelitish majesty of a race and a 
covenant. It bud in their treatment a tre- 
mendous spiritual sweep. In Uernhardt's 
hands it fell to a melodramatic ingenuity. 
The great curse scene was belittled to the 
point of personal ferocity and vindictive 
ness— made, I grant you, very acrid and 
tumultuous and exciting, but in tho do- 
livery of it Leah lost all the dignity and 
grandeur that a race wro •••(.' and a belief in 
a God who had said, "Vengeance is mine, 
I will repay," gave to Janauschek when 
she, throned upon a Jewish monotheism, 
poured out the lines like an avenging 
prophetess. 

The difference was just that between the 
conscious outrage of eternal principles and 
tho retaliation of a wounded animal; be- 
tween a wrong that has heaven on its side 
and n spite that lias merely an agonized 
vehemence; between Brunhilde and La 
Tosca; between Yoltaire and Luther; be- 
tween the melodramatic vivacity and volu 
bilityof French effect and the deep mean- 
ing of the German tragic spirit. 

Bernhardt, in my opinion, is the goddess 
of the trivial; her stage mission is to deify 
device and overwhelm the senses with a 
cheap but ingenious symbolism of con 
duct. 

She got it into her head that in this Jew- 
ish play, bvougbt so squarely in conflict 
with the perverted Christian spirit of the 
times it portrays, that it would be ef- 
fective to mrvke Leah continually suggest 
the crucifixion that symbol of persecu- 
tion and cruelty to the Jews. To do this 
she had to extend her arms and throw her 
head back and stand in an agonized pose 
against a dark background. And she did 
it three times in the course of the drama. 

Who but a Frenchwoman would have 
conceived of the far fetched device? And 
what was its value after all!-' It is true, as 
we all know, that from the time when Ti 
tus denuded the whole of Judea of timber 
to make crucifixes upon which to hang 
Jews down to our Russian day, the cross 



the thud of a drum. Always when the 
frenzied heroine exclaims, "Ah, I hear the 
thunder of their heavy guns," something 
goes "Huff," as if a horse collar had fallen 
down on a ham floor. Always when tho 
excited commanding general cries, "Great 
heavens! it is their whole corps in advance; 
I see the serried columns," six supers come 
on and go into absurd gymnastics, so as to 
avoid sticking their bayonets into each 
other. This is usually referred to by some- 
body as "t he death grapple of tho contend- 
ing forces." 

Why stage managers will try to do in 
eighteen feet square what requires eight- 
een miles square is one of the inexplicable 
problems of war dramas. The atmosphere 
of war may be put upon the stage— as in 
"Held by the Enemy." The actual con- 
flict, never— as witness "Shenandoah;" that 
is saved by its comedy and made ridiculous 
by its combat. 

"Across the Potomac" will not arrest 
thoughtful attention; it is too brazenly 
theatric and conventional. 

But Mr. Pitou's managerial cleverness 
obtained attention for it on the first night. 
He put a squad of * United States marines 
from the navy yard into it. They gave 
color and business to the war seems. But 
when Mr. Pitou Lakes this piece on the road 
he cannot have marines, and will have to 
employ such supers ns the town can fur- 
nish him, and then Oklowaha will wonder 
why New York praised the war perform- 

Mr. Pitou has also put several excellent 
people in tins play. But they have little 
opportunity to display their talents. Mr.

The 
comic opera libretto I need scarcely tell 
you has run down to emptyings. This one 
is a study of a Scotchwoman who is in 
debt and resolves to marry a man who, 
under the Scotch law, will as her husband 
have to go to prison in her place.

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THE CAKON CHARGES 



Embodied in a Resolution Moved by 
the Minister of Customs ami Car- 
ried by a Majority of 02. > v. 



The Grits get a Commission of En 
quiry That They do Not 
Want. 



The following is the resolution, moved 
by the Hon. McKenzie Bowoll, contain- 
ing the charges which lire to bo investi- 
gated by the Royal Commission : 

That in the course of the debate aris- 
ing on resolutions based on such state- 
ments of the said Mr. Edgar it was stated 
by the Hon. Mr. Mills, the member re- 
presenting the electoral district of Both- 
well, as follows : 

" So, when the loader of the Govern- 
ment and his colleague undertake to seri- 
ously argue that thi3 House is denuded of 
all its power to enquire into the misap- 
propriation of public money for the pur- 
pose of corrupting the electors of this 
country because the trial of election peti- 
tions has boon referred to the courts, 1 
tako issue with those lion gentlemen on 
that ground. The trial of election peti- 
tions is one thing. The use of public 
money for deliberate corruption of the 
electors by a member of the administra- 
tion is a proper matter for inquiry by this 
House, and is not in the smallest degree 
restricted in any way by the reason of the 
trial election petitions having been refer- 
roo to the courts." 

That it was further stated by the said 
Mr. Mills : 

" These charges point to a member of 
this House in his official capacity as a 
member of the administration rather than 
to his conduct as a member of this House. 
What, in effect, are the charges made ! 
Thoy point to the fact that the Crown 
was advised to appropriate large sums of 
money for particular purposes, and that 
these moneys were diverted from these 
public purposes and placed in the bands 
of a minister of the Crown for the pur- 
pose of corrupting tho electorate in cer- 
portions of the Dominion." 

That it was further stated by the said 
Sir. Mills : 

" There is a statement made hero that 
this lion, gentleman, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, is the minister of tho Crown who 
advised these subsidies being appropria- 
ted to aid these companies. There is a 
charge that ho obtained a portion of tho 
subsidy so voted or its equivalent from 
these companies and used it for his own 
election and in the elections in twenty- 
three constituencies in this Dominion. 
'That charge is 

SPECIFIC AND CLKAH ENOUGH. 
It is also stated that after somo of these 
moneys were received by him this same 
gentleman advised the Crown to grant 
other subsidies to other parties, and that 
from these other subsidies, moneys were 
also obtained." 

That it was further stated by tho said 
Mr. Mills : 

"If ho advised tho Crown to make 
these appropriations and had an under- 
standing with one of the railway compan- 
ies participating in them that these mon- 
eys or a portion of them should go to 
him, we ought to know it— wo are entit- 
led to know it." 

That it was stated in the said debate 
by Sir Richard Cartwright, tho member 
representing the electoral district of the 
South riding cf Oxford, referring to these 
■charges of the said Mr. Edgar as follows : 
" What, in the name of wonder, is it 
that my lion, friend beside mo has 
charged the Postmaster-General with ? 
Ho has charged him in no vague lan- 
guage, but in explicit terms, of being 
guilty of the most corrupt conspiracy for 
tho purpose of destroying the electoral 
liberties of the people of Canada of which 
any adviser of the Crown can he found 
guilty." 

It was stated in the said debate by Mr. 
Edgar, aforesaid, as follows : 

" Those railways which are involved 
in this charge were added by the Domin- 
ion and Provincial Governments, and 
what 1 complain of is the appropriation 
of Dominion subsidies to the Postmaster- 
General." 

And again : 

"The Minister of Marine drew a nice 
point when ho said I did not, as I should 
have done, charge his colleague with pub- 
lic robbery. Well, 1 did not put it in 
those words, but in words which I cer- 
tainly intended to mean robbing tho 
•public. If it is not public robbery for a 
member to take moneys out of public 
subsidies 1 would like to know what 
it is." 

And again : 

" So 1 think, if 1 get a chance to go on 
and prove these charges, there will bo 
what is, under the law, a most abomi- 
nable conspiracy." 

That, from the aforesaid statements 
made by the said .). D. Edgar and from 
comments and arguments thereon by the 
said David Mills and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and the said James D. Edgar, 
from their places in this House, it ap- 
pears that it was tho intention of the said 
J. D. Edgar, by said statement, to charge 
Sir A. P. Caron, a member of this House 
and of the Honorable Privy Council of 
Canada, with grave offences and derelic- 
tions of duty, notwithstanding that the 
said statement of tho said J. D. Edgar, 
first above cited, did not make any delin- 
ite or preciso charge against him ; that 
the following 

CHARGES AND ALLEGATIONS, 
are indicated by the said statement made 
by the said J. D. Edgar and by the com- 
ments and arguments of the aforesaid 
other members of this House and by his 
own comments thereon, as intended to lie 
made in the said statement against the 
said .Sir A. P. Caron, namely : 

1. 1 hat during eacli of tho years 1882 
■ to 1891 inclusive, the Quebec and Lake 

.St. .John Railway Company received by 
way of bonus from the Dominion of Can- 
ada subsidies, amounting in the aggregate 
to upwards of a million dollars, which 
subsidies were voted by Parliament on 
the recommendation of ministers of tho 
Crown. 

2. That during the whole of tho said 
period, from 1882 to 1801, tho Hon. Sir 
A. P. Caron was and is still a member of 
i ho Canadian Government and one of Her 
Majesty's Privy Councillors for Canada

J t was 5 o'clock in tho afternoon of a 
summer's day, and tho stage over a cer- 
tain route in Montana held throo other 
passengers.

We probably looked as 
cheap as sheep thieves as we climbed out 
and threw up our hands, for the robber 
chuckled to himself and remarked : 

" Needn't fool so cut up about it, boys, 
as 1 hold up a stago with six in it last 
month. Come, now— shell out ! Begin 
at the right of the line and place your 
guns on the ground in front. Only one 
at a time, and bo lively." 

In about a minute we were all dis- 
armed. Tho driver had a double bar- 
reled shotgun within reach, but he made 
no effort at rescue. There was only the 
one man, and tho driver could have 
dropped him had he so desired. If lie 
didn't stand in with the robber then he 
was an arrant coward. 

" Now for the boodlo ! ' said the rob- 
ber, as ho secured the weapons. " I 
want watches, pins, rings and wallets.

" 1 always leave a man a grub stake to 
begin anew on. If you aro ambitious 
and energetic you'll get along all right. 
Best country in the world for a poor 
man. You can now climb back into the 
stage. " 

Six months previous to that date a man 
named Thompson had made a rich "find" 
and sold out for §05,000 in cash. He 
was still in the country, and as wo were 
getting back into tho stage tho robbor 
drew closer to me, lifted the hat oil' my 
head and exclaimed : 

" Well, this Li an unexpected meeting 1 
How aro you, Thompson ?" 

" My name is not Thompson," I re- 
plied. 

li Oh, come off ! I've seen you twice be- 
foro and know who you are. How comes 
it you're so short V 

" I gave you every dollar I had." 

" Got tho rest in bank, eh ? Mr. 
Thompson. I guess I'll hing to you for 
a few days. You ought to be willing to 
pan out at least S3, 000 on this deal." 

1 vigorously denied that 1 was Thomp- 
son, but ho only smiled at me. 1 made 
a move to got into the stage, and his eyes 
flashed as he covered me with a revolver 
and said : 

"Don't try to fool with me, Mr. 
Thompson ■ I haven't hurt any body yet, 
but if you don't obey orders I'll drop you 
in your tracks ! Driver, you can go on. 
1 did calculate I'd have to shoot you, but 
you've acted very sensibly and I'm very 
well pleased. I shall probably hold you 
up again in a couple of weeks and I hope 
you will remember how to conduct your- 
self." 

The stage rattled off, and I was loft 
alone with the robber. There were four 
revolvers and tho mail sack under his 
foot. He picked up the weapons, re- 
moved tho cartridges and then turned to 
me with : 

" Thompson, I'm not a bad fellow un- 
less you buck against my game, dust 
knuckle to circumstances anil we'll get 
along all right. You take the guns and 
I'll carry the sack. That's right, my boy, 
always submit to the inevitable, Turn 
in by that rock and keep to the west." 

" What's your object in holding mo a 
prisoner (" I asked, as 1 picked up the 
weapons. 

" Oh, I've got three or four objects. 
In tho first place, I want about §3000 as 
a ransom. Going to play Greek brigand, 
you see. In the next I'm confounded 
louesomo up here and want some one to 
talk to. Thirdly, I may induce you to 
go into partnership in this holdup busi- 
ness. There's both fun and profit in it. 
I forgot to say to you that if you should 
so far forget your manners as to make a 
sudden bolt for it I should drill a hole in 
your back in short order." 

1 had no thought of it. We were in a 
wild spot, thirteen miles from a stage 
station and night was coming on. 1 took 
the lead as he directed and we traversed 
half a mile of very rough ground, and 
then struck the head of a rocky gulch. 
We took the left hand side for a quarter 
of a mile and then descended, and aa wo 
reached the bottom I saw a .smoldering 
fire mid a cave under the rocky bluff. It 
wasn't exactly a cave, but tho overhang 
of the rocks mado a lino shelter. There 
were blankets and cooking utensils scat- 
tered around, as I could seo when the 
robber threw on fresh fuel, and as 1 stood 
looking around he turned to mo with :

Thompson," I replied. 

" No ? 1 beg to differ with you. I saw 
you at Diamond City in December, and 
I'm sure I'm not mistaken. Have some 
more bacon, Mr. Thompson." 

" Thank you. If I'm Thompson I'm 
worth SIS.000 to you, am 1 ?" 

"That's the figure, Mr. Thompson." 
" Well, you are left on Thompson. -I 
may resemble him, but he's in Boise City, 
Ida., at this very date, while I'm hero. 
Look into my wallet there, and you'll find 
cards and letters to prove who I am. I 
wanted to say as much to you before the 
stage started, but you wore in such a 
hurry and so anxious to shoot somebody 
that 1 didn't get a chance. All the ran- 
som money you can got out of mo wouldn't 
buy you a pound of bacon." 

lie looked at me very steadily for a 
minute and then went over to the mail 
sack, emptied out its contents and search- 
ed through my wallet. There were 
plenty of proofs that 1 was not Thomp- 
son. He was satisfied after four or five 
minutes, and he turned and held out his 
hand and said : 

"Mr. Blank, I beg your pardon. You 
are not Mr. Thompson, as 1 perceive. 1 
further discover that you area newspa- 
per man. Sorry for the blunder. No 
man has a greater respect for the press in 
general than I entertain. If I hadn't 
turned road au'ent I should probably have 
become an editor.

I was returning to Bannoch 
from a flying visit east, and ho asked mo 
a hundred questions about politics and 
general news. He knew Chicago, St.

You aro not only liable to be shot down 
every hour in tho twenty-four, but I can't 
i how you aro to enjoy your profits." 
" Well, don't decide offhand, but think 
it over. There are some drawbacks, of 
course, but they don't count when com- 
pared tn the excitement of it. After tho 
first adventure or two I think you'd like 
" :. Good night. " 

Ho was asleep before 1 was. A boar 
inie up from tho lower end of the gulch, 
sniffing and growling, and I got up and 
throw more wood on< the fire to frighten 
him away. It was long after midnight 
efore I dozed off, and I was awake again 
when daylight began to filter down 
through the treo3 and rocks. 

"You were a bit nervous, and of 
course you didn't sleep (veil," said tho 
robber us ho sat up and rubbed his eyes. 
"On my part, I slept like a top. Noth- 
ing on my conscience, you know ! Well, 
we'll have a bite to eat." 

There was a spring fifty feet fnrthor 
lown the gulch. We went down and had 
i wash, and then I helped him cook 
breakfast. We had about the same as 
for supper. While wo were eating he 
suddenly burst out laughing and said : 

"Quite a drop from the Fifth Aveuuo 
hotel at New York, the Tromont at Chi- 
ii, the Planter's at St. Louis, oh I 
Well, we are. not out here for style and 
run no risk of dyspepsia. What do 
you think of my proposition i" 

" I don't see my way clear to go into 
partnership with you. In the first place, 
I don't believe I've got the nerve to make 
i good road agent ; in the next, I'm inter- 
ested at Bannock and don't want to lose 
what I've put in ; thirdly, you'll be hunt- 
ed down and killed within a year. Look- 
ing at it from a business standpoint, it 
won't pay 1 percent, on the capital in- 
vested." 

"Well, that's for you to decide," lie 
piietly replied. " I'd like a pard, and I 
believe you'll fill the bill, but it all rests 
with you. It has its drawbacks, as I said 
last night, ami no doubt you are right as 
to tho windup. I expect you want to be 
moving soon (" 

" If you have no objections." 

" I >h, none in the world ! I'll go with 
you and show you a short cut, but let's 
have a smoke first." 

As we smoked we talked in a rambling 
way. During the conversation he men- 
tioned Market street in Philadelphia, 
Fifth street in Cincinnati, Main street in 
Buffalo and Euclid avenue in Cleveland, 
and all m such a way as to load me to be- 
lieve he was quite familiar with the cities. 
When we had finished our cigars 1 said to 
him : 

" Suppose wo form a partnership tho 
other way. You cry quits to this sort of 
life and go down to Bannock with me." 

"Too late!'' he replied, forcing a 
laugh. "As I have sowed, so must I 
reap. Thanks for your kind interest, 
however. It's time to bo moving." 

lie returned me my revolver and made 
mo a present of another, lie also buc- 
kled on a pair, put things in tho cavo to 
rights and then we climbed out of tho 
gulch. Wo walked over tho wildest kind 
of a country for two hours or moro, and 
at length ho stopped and said : 

" Tho stage road is right down there, 
not twenty rods away, and you turn to 
tho right. I'm sorry for my blunder of 
yesterday." 

" But I'm rathor glad of it." 

"Well, 1 try to net square. I'm glad 
we met and sorry to say goodby. Wo 
may meet again somo day. Good day to 
you." 

Wo shook hands and ho turned away. 
AVo did moot again, throo months later. 
That is, 1 saw his dead body lashed acrosu 



tho back of a mule following a sheriff's 
posso, and tho blood was still oozing from 
a bullet hole in tho copter of his forehead. 
He had been hunted clown. 

THE HELL TRAPS Of WAR, 

Wo have a lino of breastworks strong 
enough to stand artillery, and wo have 
crowned it with "head logs." By that 
is meant a log so placed that, a soldier can 
fire undor it while it protects his head. 
Where there aro head logs men kneel 
and fire at a dead rest, and four bullets 
out of five strike a human target. A 
regiment thus sheltered will check and 
drive back three times its strength. It 
was done time and again on both sides 
during the war. 

But bloodthirsty war was not satisfied 
with the almost perfect immunity offered 
by earthwork and breastwork and head 
log. It sought for still further advantage, 
and found it in that hell trap, tho abatis. 
If there is a forest in front the trees are 
cut down, tops to tho enemy, and the 
limbs are sharpened and interlaced until 
a fox could hardly make his way through 
the tangle. When the trees aro not con- 
venient fenco rails, boards, limbs and 
brush are used. The object is to check 
and hold the enemy under fire. 

Seo what a hell trap we have set in 
front of our 500 men ! There are stakes 
driven into the earth at an angle and 
then sharpened. They are bound to- 
gether with telegraph wire, and two 
strong men cannot pull one of them out 
of place. For " chinking" we have used 
the branches of wild plum trees and the 
blackberry bushes from along the fence. 
You could not drive wild horses over such 
an abatis. A stampeding herd of buffalo 
would break it down, but there would ho 
a winrow of dead and wounded piled up 
before it. 

The hell trap has been ready for two 
hours when tho prey appears. Our line 
has been strung out to tho left until there 
are weak spots. This looks liko one of 
them to the enemy who is searching. Tho 
lay of ground hides the abatis from his 
view and ho can see only that part of the 
breastwork running over the hill. Wo 
have no artillery here. We can seo the 
men plainly as they form for a charge. 
The intervals between tho bodies as they 
swing into position prove that there aro 
four regiments. They leave thecoverof the 
woods as steadily as if on parade-, and it 
is a handsome sight to see them advance. 

Tho order runs along our line to hold 
our tiro until they aro checked by the hell 
trap. They know that our battle lino is 
here, but they cannot seo a man of us. 
They are within easy musket range when 
the order is given to charge, and they ad- 
vance with yells and hurrahs. Had we 
been in double line without protection 
that living wedge would have driven its 
way through us to tho rear of tho army. 
Not a shot was tired until they had re- 
coiled from the abatis. Jt broke their 
formation at once and they were a mob 
after that. Some flung down their mus- 
kets and sought to pull up tho stakes ; 
others fired standing there exposed ; some 
there were who broke back to tho roar, 
but these wore few in number. 

We called it war then, and next day 
our skeleton regiment was complimented 
in general orders for having saved the 
left wing. As ono remembers it now ho 
half fears to be charged with murder. 
They wero bravo men, but they had no 
show. The jaws of tho boll trap held 
officer and private fast while the muskets 
under the headings flamed and crackled 
and sent death into tho confused and 
helpless crowd. They ought to have had 
the order to fall back at our first volley, 
but it was not given. Again and again 
and again tho red flames leaped almost 
into their faces, and by and by, when the 
lifting smoke disclosed them scattering 
back, we rose up and cheered. They be- 
lieved it was for the victory we had won, 
but it was not so. It was a tribute to 
their bravery and endurance — a shout of 
rejoicing that the jaws of the bell trap 
had opened to spare some of them a littlo 
longer. 

And when the smoke had entirely 
cleared and we looked down over that 
abatis the sight was something to make 
the oldest veteran shudder. Tho dead 
and wounded— ton dead to one wounded 
— were lying in heaps, three or upon each 
other. There were rivulets of blood run- 
ning over the short, green grass ; there 
wero stains and spatters of blood over 
stake and limb and bush — blood and hor- 
rible wounds and dead faces until wo who 
had created the spectacle turned away 
in h irror.

About Ulassblowers, Aztecs and Jails 
—Opening- Strawberry Jam is >'ot 
all Joy and Rapture.

Newark, O., is not as lurgo in point of 
population or manufacture as Newark, N. 
J., but it is a very good looking city, 
■well paved, with wide, handsome streets, 
a certain number of miles of which are. 
paved each year in the most durable style 
possiblo. 

Newark has also a ehtsa works. W 
visited this institution. It is not Sevoted 
to the manufacture of out glass, but most- 
ly to 'the construction of the prosaic beer 
bottle of the v.-ork-a-dny world. Can any 
littlo boy or ;,irl who reads this tell mu 
how a beer bottle is r.iad 

In the lirft place, different ingredients 
are fused into a red hot molten mass. 
The molten mass is >:iot a religious sen- 
dee., though it has the same temperature

Quite a lot of ingredient* are U3ed 
■ the manufacture of glass, and I would 
dove dearly to tell my readers all about it, 
'but just before I left the works I prom- 
ised the owner of the factory that' I woul " 
not reveal the process of making glass

under penalty of being boiled in snap at 
low tide and afterward used in a Chinese 
laundry, so I think it is better to simply 
describe the making of bottles as briefly 
• as possible. 

At the proper moment the glassblowor 
inserts a long, hollow brass tube into the 
mo 1 ten mass of salt, soda, sand, etc., 
which goes to make glass, and turning it 
about in the midst of it withdraws the 
tube, on the far end of which is a gob of 
red hot glass. The blower now rolls this 
gob over a sort of table covered with oil 
or something of that sort, meantime 
standing at a respectable distance from 
it, for it is quite hot. Then when it is 
properly shaped he drops it by means of 
the tube, but still attached to it, into a 
mold which he cm open and close by 
pressing a lever with his foot. 

Opening this mold he lets the rosy gob 
fall into its open jaws, closes it with his 
foot, blows gently into it through his 
long tube smd then removes it at once a 
complete bottle with the exception of the 
Tim or nozzle, which is put on tho top of 
the neck by another man. 

It is quite a trick to obliterate the seam 
made on molded glassware, and workmen 
who can do this get a littlo better price 
for it, 1 am told. As the reader knows, 
perhaps, the glassblowing fraternity is 
better equipped for controlling wages and 
prices than any other trade in tho world. 
Only so many apprentices are admitted 
each year, and tho foreign and domestic 
glassblowers have a mutual understanding 
so that wages remain good, and very like- 
ly always will, and yet there are no 
strikes necessary. 

This factory also makes the various 
kinds of fruit jars used in putting up 
fruit. 1 bought a dozen and a half of 
these fruit jars, hoping this season to put 
up some berries for homo use and pos- 
sibly somo for tho market, also a jar of 
jell for the pastor. 

There is a new jar, sort, of a self sealer, 
which works on the principle of the beer 
bottle, with a rubber stopper and iron 
fastener, which by pressure with the 
thumb opens or closes tho top so that 
when closed it is as air tight as tho best, 
old fashioned fruit jar, and oven more so, 
it is said. 

I put up a jar of strawberries one year 
myself, according to a receipt which I 
read in The (Jallded Plowman, a paper 
which I havo taken for years. I noticed 
as tlm glad Vulotido approached that the 
corner of tho jar seemed to havo a convex 
appearance, but 1 reeked not. 

1 had some difficulty in starting the lid 
of my fruit jar, as the pressure from the 
inside was greater than 1 had wotted of. 
By and by, however, thero was a low, 
biasing sound like that made by a steam 
radiator that has been cornered ; then I 
noticed a strawberry halo around the 
chandelier. 

Once, also, I read a receipt in tho same 
paper telling how to preserve eggs for 
winter so that they would taste like a 
new warm summer day in a clover hay- 
mow. I was to put the eggs in bran, I 
believe, either with tho largo or tho small 
end down, after varnishing them with 
shellac or gum copal, and then set in a 
dark placo.

ought to bo opened on a deserted fair 
ground by means of a ro-.olver at thirty] 
paces after obtaining a burial permit from 
the city. 

At Newark it is tho custom of tho 
youth to attend the various cvitortiiin- 
ments at tho opera house without paying 
any admission. 1 apoko there to a largo 
and intelligent audience. Most evory 
one was spellbound and delighted beyond 
measure. The speaker wont on at some 
length to speak to tho audionco in a terse 
way, expressing himself in wonderfully 
beautiful language, some of which con- 
veyed ideas, livery one was pleased and 
" .'lighted. 

In the midst of the speaking thoro was 
slight noise heard ovevhead and 'a boy's 
leg was seen to suddenly buret through 
the ceiling and agitato itself through the 
brilliantly lighted atmosphere. The in- 
cident attracted <i great deal of attention 
and made a sucess of tho ontertakinient. 
It was heartily enjoyed by one ami all. 
with the exception of the boy, who will 
have to get another pair of trousers, it is 
ti: ought. 

Newark has one wonderful feature, 
consists of .an ancient fortification and 
numerous 'Indian mounds of uncertain 
age. The fortification must bo many 
centuries-Olid, as there arc trees growing 
in the embankment 'and in tho moat 
which ace several hundred years old, no 
doubt. Inside the fortress there is now 
a raco track, and the whole is used as an 
inclosure for a fair ground or agricultural 
exhibit each year. 

Somo think that this fort is the work 
of the Aztecs. Of course no one can tell 
accurately, though a great many scientific 
nion.coino here, look wise and go away to 
writs the whole thing up and settle it for 
all time. 1 presume 1 have just as good 
a right to my theory as any one olse. I 
am the author of tho Aztec theory. 1 
have made a study of tho Az'ec people, 
and tho Montezuma family is as familiar 
t<.> mo as my own. 

My theory is that tho Aztecs once own- 
ed and operated the entire country now 
known as the United States, but yielding 
ro the false and wicked Blandishments of 
freo silver they at last, were driven to pov- 
erty and shame, and gave up one after 
another the different status called doubt- 
ful till at last they were driven to Mexico 
and wero succeeded by Pocahontas and 
Columbus. 

The Aztecs obtained a good many good 
ideas from the Toltees, some s.y, before 
they went to Mexico, raid others after.

It is estimated that the Aztecs sacri- 
ficed over twenty thousand people annu- 
ally to their gods, notwithstanding the 
fact that these gods had repeatedly shown- 
their total inability to attend to things. 
History tells nowhere of a more inade- 
quate set of gods than those employed 
and paid by the Aztecs. The Aztec god 
was also a complete artistic failure, being 
excessively plain. He was also very un- 
successful socially. All that he could do 
successfully was to accept the bleeding 
sacrifice of innocent school children, look 
pleasant and scare tho farm horses. 

The fortress near Newark is only one 
of several peculiar earth works regarding 
which wo have no authentic history 
They may have been erected by the 
Aztecs, the Toltees or the Woodtecs. No 
man can tell. Only a few have tried to 
lo so, and they did not know. 

Newark has the most desirable jail in 
t he state of Ohio, and possibly in I he 
United States. It is built of cut stone 
in a modern and artistic manner, with i 
beautiful porch, handsome lawns around 
it, and in every way resembles the dwel- 
ling of a wealthy merchant instead of tho 
boose of a city,

Tho Bastile was destroyed by tho 
French revolutionists July 44, 1780, and 
now it is tho great national holiday, 
July 14 all tho French, yeomen and alli- 
ance peoplo throng the streets, bringing 
their lunch with tlr.uu, including a long, 
black bottlo of sour wine, with which 
they fill themselves in a wild and ineffec- 
tual effort to get intoxicated. 

On t\\\i day also the beggars and crip- 
ples of France are permitted to invade 
Paris, and one will see a greater assort- 
ment of excrescences and deformities 
thin in a Now York hospital in a life- 
time. Remunerative abscesses and in- 
curable sores are brought out on the 
•beautiful 'boulevards, and the Champs 
Klysees swarms with beggars whose limbs 
are so crooked that they seeta to be try- 
ing to climb up their trunks. Odd and 
whimsical wens start out from these 
peoplo on the slightest provocation, and 
curious wounds are utilized to rake in the 
centimes. One man has a bullet hole in 
his trachea, or windpipe. By closing his 
mouth and nose and inserting the mouth- 
piece of a bugle in this hole lie was able 
to [day a tune protty well, and ho seemed 
to have a crowd around him most of tho 
time. 

He told me that ho was vory thankful 
because a kind Providence had provided 
him with such a convenient slot, as it 
were, for people to put their francs and 
centimes into.

PRISON STUDIES. 
Criminals come hero for hundreds of 
miles to be incarcerated. Men centi 
plating crime try to arrange it so that the 
offense may be committed in Newark and 
themselves also. It is certainly one of 
the most neat and attractive jails that I 
have ever seen, ami I have made jail life 
a close study for years. While in France 
I visited a facsimilio of the old Bastile, 
which had been constructed exactly by a 
French architect. 

The Bastile was built in i,'J70 by 
Charles V. It was thu stato prison. The 
stones of tho old Bastile are now used in 
paving the streets at tho forks of the road 
in Paris, called tho Placo do la Bastile, 
or where tho Placo runs into one the 
Hues. Paris is tho greatest town for 
Rues that I have ever soon. 

Tho Bastilo had eight towers, five 
stories high, in which prisoners could bo 
confined and bo entirely cut oil' from the 
rest, and ovun tho prison authorities did 
not Hged to know thov worn thorn. 



A COWBOY ON COWBOYS.

Tho first cowboys 1 ever saw greatly 
disappointed me by their appearance. 
These first cowboys 1 saw in Montana 
were a very ordinary-looking lot of young 
depot-loungers, peculiar only because 
they wore big, flab-brimmed hats, and be- 
cause they had a long line of broncos fet- 
tered to a hitching-rail near by. 

This same baud of plainsmen had long 
noticed a course of behaviour on tho part 
of a Northern Pacific train-conductor 
which they determined not to tolerate. 
The conductor did the worst thing, in a 
cowboy's opinion, that any man could do 
— he acted like a dude ; ho " put on 
style." Ho actually wont ao far as to 
swing himself off the cars before thoy 
stopped, and, with one arm extended and 
head offensively erect, would shout 
" Dingleville ! All out for Dingleville !" 
His whole manner was artificial, affected, 
and unbearable. This being noticed— and 
no one is quicker to notice tho hollow 
trickery of an Eastern man than cowboys 
are — tho hoys decided to "take him 
down." So one day they assembled on 
the station platform in a semicircular lino, 
into the curve of which he must run as he 
leaped from the moving cars. The con- 
ductor did as he was expected to, the 
cowboys surrounded him, and he was bid- 
den to dance. 

" Dance, you !" they shouted ; 



" danco, or we'll shoot the toes oil' you I" 
At the words each cowboy pulled his 
pistol, and began shooting down into the 
platform planks, not exactly at the con- 
ductor's feet, but so as to narrowly miss 
I hem. They blazed away and he danced, 
until, after he was all but exhausted and 
they bad no more shots to fire, they bade 
him goon with the train, and never " show 
up" at Dingleville until he could behave 
like a man. 

I heard other stories about cowboys on 
that trip. One of tho best of them was 
told by a globe-trotting Englishman. 

" They are a very rum sort of beggars,' 
said he — " a very rum sort. But they're 
not half-bad as a lot, d'you know. Che 
first cowboy town I got into there was a 
poor clerk standing up over his books at 
a desk in a shop on the main Btrcet, and 
there was a drunken cowboy riding up 
and down the street. Well, the cowboy 
saw the dark, and his sense of humor was 
aroused by thu idea of shooting at him, 
d'you know. Those cowboys have a very 
remarkable sense of humor. So the cow- 
boy ups with bis pistol, d'you know, and 
he shoots tho poor dark right through t he 
head, killing him instantly. Well, now, 
that sort of thing is vory distinctly frown- 
ed upon by cowboys, as a rule, and in 
this case the cowboys held a meeting, and 
resolved that tho fellow with the "lively 
but dangerous sense of humor should be 
hanged at once. They put a rope around 
his neck, and, thero being no tree any- 
where in sight, they hung him to tho side 
of a Pullman as the train camo rolling in. 

eon a number of occurrences of that 
sort, which makes mo quite positive in 
dating that though they are a very rum 
ort of beggars, they are really not a bad 
lot." 

I greatly enjoyed a morning spent wit h 
a cowboy of great fame in his business, of 
twelve year's experience. 

"Folks in the East think that cowboys 
are savages and eat grass," said he ; " but 
1 lind 'em about tho best men 1 ever 
knew ; by that I mean that they aro the 
manliest and squarest men 1 ever saw. 
There's ono thing I will say, you put, 'em 
in the best hotel there is, and they'll or- 
der ham and eggs three times a day, tho 
reason being that you can't make 'em be- 
lieve there's any bettor food than that a- 
going. They work bard, and thoy live 
hard, and when they smash, thoy go all 
pieces. 1 know one, as smart a cow- 
boy as ovor roped a steer, smart at every 
part of tho business — one of your true 
cowboys, ho was, that's too proud to cut 
hay, and tho kind that says, aa I hoard 
ono say onco, when a big cattlo-man camo 
on from tho East, and asked him to sad- 



horse as long as 1 can ride the way I can 
now.' This fellow that 1 speak of was 
ono of tho regular sort liko that, and yot 
he is sunk so low that a painted woman is 
keeping him, I saw him to-day, and ho 
borrowed money of mo, which, when I 
gave it to him, 1 knew I was Hinging it 
into the gutter. Do you know why I 
gave it to him ? It was because I know 
hundreds who would do tho same for me. 
They would whack their last dollar with 
me, for standing by your friends is the 
cowboy's religion. 

'' Rum, cards, and women are the epi- 
taphs in the cowboy's grave-yard. Some 
bunches all three, and some cuts one out 
of the herd, and rides after it till he 
drops ; but however they take 'em, those 
aro tho things that rounds up most of 'em. 
It's curious, but if they quit horseback, 
and go into business, those are the three 
businesses they choose from, or tho two, 
1 should say, for cards and liquor go to- 
gether. 

" How do I dress when I'm with an 
outfit Well, mostly in rags. Truth is, 
1 don't care how I dress so long as I've 
got a good hat and boots and saddle. I've 
got shoes on now, because I've quit my 
horse, and am hooting it. You can't 
walk in a cowboy'3 shoes ; they lit too 
much. Sou see, wo wear high-heeled 
boots and get 'em as small as wo can. 
When a cowboy goes into a shoe-store, if 
two men can get a pair of now boots on 
him without a good deal of trouble, he 
won't buy 'em ; he'll say ho doesn't want 
a whole hide to slosh around in, ho just 
wants shoes to tit his feet. 1 Cowboys aro 
very particular about thu look of their 
feet, and havo a right to be, because they 
pay fifteen dollars for a pair of boots. A 
good broad-briuimod hat'll cost up to 
twenty dollars, and a ' plain Cheyenne 
middle and trimmings is worth forty dol- 
lars ; but the boys like to get their sad- 
dles all stamped up with patterns, and 
will pay fifty-five dollars for one like that. 

"Folks-East think the Indians arc 
such line riders. We cowboys may bo 
conceited, but we don't think an Indian 
can ride- for sour milk. It is true they 
are on horseback all the time, but their 
horses are little played-out old racks that 
you could mostly put in your pocket. An 
Indian can ride a horse that I've rode 
down and quit, but I always say the horse 
goes to git out of uiisory ' You see an 
Indian ride once. You often have ? Wei), 
then, there's no need o' my toll in' you 
that ho keeps his heels humping into the 
horse's ribs the whole timo bo's riding 
him, or that he has a quirt, with which 
he keeps a-whipping and lashing tho horso 
the wholo time. 

" Indians can't ride. Do you know 
what thoy do when they get a horse that's 
got some spirit ? They put a stake in the 
ground, and tether the horso to it with a 
long halter. Then :;11 tho squaws, and 
children, and old men in tho camp get 
around with whips, and sticks, and stones, 
and they holler, and chase, and beat the 
horse around and around that stake till 
he's well-nigh dead. When they've broke 
his heart and got him nearly dead, sonic 
buck will get on him and ride him, whip- 
ping him and digging him with his heels. | ver y modest pi 
The horse will go to get out of misery. 
That shows what thu Indians know about 
horses. 

" Cavalrymen are fairly good riders— 
on a road. They can move along n road, 
if it's in good condition, quite fairly. 
Hut, great Scott ' what wo call riding is 
to take your horse across country when- 
ever a horso can go— down guilds, up 
bluffs, and just as it happens. A good 
cowboy rider is unconscious that he is 
riding. A man who is conscious that be 
is on horseback ain't a good rider. You 
want to get on your horse and lot your 
legs Hop around loose from tho knees 
down ; and you must let your body sit 
loose, except where it joins the horse and 
is part of him. 

" A cowboy is drunk twenty minutes 
after bo strikes a town. Wo used to 
shoot up' the towns, but now thoy dis- 
arm us. Was i ever in a fuss Well, lit- 
)nos, once in a while. When a man 
raises a gun on mo, I'm going to do what- 
ever ho wants just as quick as i can. I've 
heard men in towns say they wasn't afraid 
if a gun. Well, 1 am : and so would 
they be if they had ridden from Texas to 
Montana as often as I have. I've also 
heard men say they'd like to see the In- 
dian they'd bo afraid of. Well, I've seen 
a good many I've been afraid of, no mat- 
ter what bluff I made to show that I 
wasn't scared. As I say, I like to oblige 
a man that, drops a gun on me, because 
the man is apt to be drunk, and when he 
is drunk he is apt to be a little mite ner- 
vous. 

" But thero was a timo lately when a 
man pulled a gun on me, and I didn't 
liko to do what he wanted. You see, 1 
don't drink liquor, and I'd refuse five 
huudren dollars sooner than corral a 
spoonful of it. I was in a bar-room, and 
a man camo in and asked 1110 to drink. 
Ho was a stranger or he'd 'a' known bet- 
tor than to ask 1110, .and he was steaming 
drunk, too. 1 thanked him, and told 
htm I didn't care to drink. I was un- 
armed, but he was ' fixed,' and ho whips 
out his gun— a 45-calibre six-shooter— 
and he says, ' Pour out a glass of ruin 
and chuck it in yourself, or I'll make 
windows in you skull.' He had 1110, and 
1 want t 1 tell you that a man doesn't feel 
first-rate looking along a gun-barrel when 
ho knows tho weapon's c> eked and the 
man is drunk, and has. only got to press 
hard enough to move two ounces when 
the thing'll go oil'. A man doesn't get 
absent-minded under the circumstances ; 
he 'tends to whatever business is asked of 
him. I replied that certainly 1 would

Opening: Services aud Sermon 
tho Pioneer Missionary of 
Presbyterianism.

On Sunday, the 1st of May, the Presby- 
terian Church 011 Alberni Townsito was 
formally opened and dedicated to the pub- 
lic worship ot God. Tho services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Alexander Dunn, of War- 
nock, who was the pioneer missionary to 
Alberni, having come from the Mainland in 
bSSli, and leaving the, district in 1889. The 
weather was all that could bo desired, as 
being the brightest .old wannest, of the cur- 
rent year. The seat accommodation, con- 
sistiuc of chairs and benches, was fully oc- 
cupied, there being about a hundred per- 
sons forming the audience. The old resi- 
dents were well represented, many of whom 
had come from distant parts of the valley, 
hut there were also present several of the 
strangers who have como in during this 
year, and are engaged in work in connec- 
tion with the paper and Baw mills, and 
other buildings in courso of erection. A 
few Indians and some of the members of the 
H.C. Church were also present,. Three or 
four infants formed a part of the congrega- 
tion, one of whom was baptized by Mr. 
Dunn at the conclusion of tho service in the 
presence of a small number of persons who 
remained. The musical part of the service 
was ably led by the eight members of the 
choir, under the direction of Mr. Howitt, 
the Organist. A psalm, two hymns and an 
anthem were chosen and practiced with 
special regard to the occasion and surround- 
ings. The two readings from the Scriptures 
of the Old and ISew Testament were per- 
formed by tho resident minister of the 
church, the Rev. Stables Smith, and Mr. 
Dunn preached a very instructive and sug- 
gestive sermon from the text : "Thou be- 
lievest there is one God ; thou docst well; 
the devils also believe and tremble ; but 
wilt thou know, 0, vain man, that fuith 
without works is dead?" Epistleof James, 
Chapter II, verses II) and 20. Although 
Mr. Dunn spoke forty-five min- 
utes, he seemed to keep up the 
attention of the audience to the close. The 
last fifteen minutes were confined to remarks 
having special reference to tho past, the 
present and the future of the Presbyterian 
Church mission in Alberni. Tie spoke, as 
might be expected from the occasion and 
circumstances, with considerable display of 
feeling, and was listened to with more thun 
ordinary attention. He said : 

It is always pleasing to note signs of pro- 
gress and prosperity in any community, or 
in any Christian congregation, and I think 
all must admit that progress has been made 
here — I mean all who are in u position to 
compare and contrast our first meeting for 
public worship, on the 13th of November, 
lSKIi, with our meeting on this, the 1st ot 
May, 1892. Then I conducted service in 
the building used as a schoolroom during 
the day, and as a bedroom during the night, 
near Mr. Saunders' store, on tho other aide 
of the river. The building referred to was 
one of the most humble in which I ever 
preached, and I have preached in some 
luring the last seven- 
teen years in British Columbia. But com- 
fortless and cheerless as the building in 
ono respect was, there was a warmhearted 
and happy company of worshippers gathered 
there that day. I cannot forget the glad- 
ness manifested iu euch countenance as I 
stood up to give out the psalm, as also, 
when tho service was ovor, the cordial man- 
ner in which I was received us one after 
another was introduced to me. Well, 
within six months, we were able to move to 
better quarters when tho new log school- 
houses were completed by Mr. Huff. We 
then felt that the days of "roughing it" 
were past, and the days of comfort had ar- 
rived. To-day it is my pleasing duty to 
rejoice with you, and to congratulate you 
on entering upon what may be called 
the third stage of your history as a Church 
— sealed as yen now are in this comfortable 
and commodious church building. Before 



bored the people of Alberni. And yot I 
hesitated for two weeks to comply with 
your invitation to be hero to day. True, I 
had great pleasure in tho prospect of meet- 
ing with you all, but I recoiled from the 
ordeal of a Bccond parting, remembering 
the anguish of tho tirst. However, you 
were then in a very different position, as 11 
Church, from what, you aro now. Then 
there was no certain prospect even of ob- 
taining a missionary; now you have sta- 
tioned amongst you an able and zealous 
minister, who will carry on tho work of 
Christ begun by his predecessors, and un 
excellent church, which will be as a centre, 
from which, we trust, good and holy influ- 
ences will How over the wdiole place.

The building of the church in Alberni 
was begun six months ugo, but owing 
chiefly to the prevailing wetness of the 
weather, it could not he conveniently com- 
pleted and made fit for services. Yiewcd 
trom the public road, the newly finished 
church presents a bold and substantial ap- 
pearance, and is a standing monument to 
the energy, zeal and Christian liberality of 
the inhabitants of Alberni. Members" of 
all denominations contributed either money 
or labor towards its erection, and members 
and adherents of the church are much in- 
debted to tin kindness of friends in Vic- 
toria and elsewhere who have given or 
promised handsome contributions toward 
defraying the expenses connected with the 
building. 

A general financial statement of the ex- 
penses prepared by Mr. Hull', the secretary 
of the building committee, shows that the 
whole cost of the building including volun- 
tary labor amounts to a little over §1,000, 
leaving a deficit not yet paid or promised 
of not less than $150. The collection at the 
Sunday service amounted to the handsome 
sum of S17.o0. After deducting necessary 
expenses connected with the occasion, the 
remainder and much the larger part of this 
sum will go to assist the liquidation of tho 
debt as stated.

Now-a-days wo hear farmers in tho 
older provinces complain that their land 
is run down, and in consequence they 
cannot grow the crop that thoy used to 
thirty years ago, this with the competi- 
tion from the immune grain fields of the 
North- West, whore wheat can bo grown 
at less cost, iu greater abundance and of 
better quality, tiro fruitful sources of 
complaint. 

Why not grow something else that will 
meet with a ready sale, and that offers a 
reasonable probability of being remuner- 
ative. 1 It will be generally admitted that 
those farmers in Ontario and Quebec wdio 
pay the most attention to Dairying and 
Stock-raising are much more successful in 
their calling than theft- neighbors who de- 
pend almost entirely on gram growing ; 1 
think I am putting it mildly when 1 say 
that vory few farmers will dispute this. 

Now we will compare cattle raising 
with spring chickens ; you raiso a steer 
and sell him when three years old weigh- 
ing a thousand pounds for four cents per 
lb. live weight, thus receiving forty dol- 
lars for an animal that you have fed for 
thirty-six months, and have kept boused 
in your barn for nearly half of that time, 
and which has had to bo attended either 
by yourself, or your man every day that 
it has boon so housed. 

Now what do you propose to chargn 
for labor ? To say nothing of tho feed, in 
arriving at an estimate of tho cost of that 
steor. 

Wo will figure a littlo on the cost of 
producing a thousand pounds of spring 
chickens ; two hundred pairs of chicks of 
the right breed, will weigh a thousand 
pounds at the ago of eleven weeks, and 
it should not cost over four cents per lb. 
to grow them ; leaving their total cost, 
exclusive of tho eggs from which thoy 
wero hatched, forty dollars, but tho cost 
of the egg is an important item, you bad 
to set them about tho lirst i f February, 
when they were worth thirty cents per 
dozen, and we will suppose that you set 
seven hundred, this gives a liberal allow- 
ance for unfertile eggs, and casualties 
ifter the chicks hatched out, thus making 
the cost of your chicks §57.00. 

These chicks if placed on the Toronto 
or Montreal markets about tho end of 
May will bring readily 80c per pair, thus 
realising the snug sum of £ 100.00 of 
which $10:2.50 is profit, and it has taken 
just fourteen weeks from the timo you 
set tho eggs ; now what about that steer I 
If lie cost you nothing for feed, and you 
know only too well that ho did, ho has 
still cost threo yours of labor, which is 
about equivalent to what you get for him. 
Your thousand pounds of .chickens give 
you ovor 150 per cent, more clean profit 
than the total amount realized from tho 
sale of your thousand pounds of beef. 

You don't believe that such a price as 
80c can bo obtained, we know thai It can, 
but to meot your ideas of the mat tor wo 
will say that you only realize (JOc you 
still have left the respectable sum of 
§62.60 as clean profit. 

Even if you aro now satisfied that this 
price can be obtained, you perhaps doubt 
your ability to handle such a flock, and 
we are perhaps progressing a littlo too 
rapidly, but 1 havo made this comparison 
of beef and poultry growing to attract 
your attention, to what I shall subse- 
quently havo to say on tho subject. I 
don't wish you to think for a moment 
that you could accomplish this with your 
present methods, neither could you har- 
vest forty acres of grain without assis- 
tance, if you used tho old sicklo of fifty 
years ago ; but the modern solf-bindor 
enables you to easily dispose of such a 
crop. You aro quite convinced that 
modern agricultural machinery is an ab- 
solute necessity to ovory farmer who do- 
sires to keep paco with his neighbors. 

Then why do you still cling 'to tho timo 
honored methods that wero in voguo 
when Noah's lone pair stopped into tho 
Ark, in tho management of your poultry 1
